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PREFACE 


The annual bibliography which follows is one of a continuous 
series opening with 1906. Writings on American history published 
during the years 1937 and 1938 were covered in a single volume of 
this bibliography, published in 1942. 

The plan of this bibliography has been to include all books and 
articles, however brief, which contain anything of value to the history 
of the United States. An attempt has been made to cover also, as 
comprehensively as possible, material on the history of British North 
America including the West Indies. 

In the present volume a change has been made in respect to the 
numbering of entries. As this bibliography is a classified list, a given 
publication frequently falls into two or more categories. To obviate 
repetition of titles and duplication of entry numbers a publication 
has been entered in full in one section only. This entry has been 
given a specific number, printed in bold face type and placed in half 
brackets at the right of the page. Where the same publication is 
entered in a second category, a short title is given, followed by the 
entry number designating the full title of the work. This short title 
number is printed in light face type and placed in parentheses. For 
example: “British versus German traditions in colonial agriculture,” 
by Richard H. Shryock, is entered under the “Colonial Period” and 
numbered 1463 (bold face type). A second entry under “Agricul- 
ture” is given by short title, with the number “1463” in light face, 
referring back to the original entry. 

This volume has been prepared at the Library of Congress. For 
the facilities which have been granted there, thanks are gratefully 
rendered to Dr. Luther H. Evans, Librarian of Congress, and to other 
members of the staff of the Library. 

Mrs. Curtis W. Garrison has collaborated in the preparation of the 
index and Mrs. Louise F. Pierce in the work of publication of this 
volume.
